Hoover Calls on Nation to Go Ahead 
With Charity Toward All, and Malice 
Toward None, in Gettysburg Address 


Azure Skies Provide Ideal Weather For Ceremonies As Thousands 
Pour Into Gettysburg: From livery Point Of The Compass To 
Hear President Hoover Talk From Place Lincoln Stow! 70 
^ ears Ago at Dedication Of National C emetery. 


I PARADE MOV ES AT 12:30 O’CLOCK WHILE PRESIDENT 
ARRIVES BY AUTOMOBILE FROM WASHINGTON AT 1:15 


Pm sdent Herbert Hoover called upon the nation lo go forward lo its tasks 
moved bt charity toward all, by malice toward none” in a Memorial Day address 
in the National cemetery here this afternoon. 
( nder the cloud-flecked azure vault of the skies, addressing himself to a large 
throng in front of the rostrum and to a much larger unseen audience 
throughout 
the nation and facing the National monument which marks the spot where Lin­ 
coln stood to deliver his immortal Gettysburg address, President 
Hoover 
called 
upor hi* fellow-countrymen to aspire to the virtues and principles enunciated 
by 
the martyred ( iii! war president that this nation may go forward in peace. 
REFERS TO LINCOLN 
" H i s w.i* the call of moderation.” said Mr. Hoover. 
“We shall 
be 
wise 
to 
f ndcr here what precious wealth of human life might 
have 
been 
preserved, 
whai risers of tears might never have flowed, what anguish of souls might never 
h ive been, what spiritual divisions of our people might have been avoided, if only 
our leadership had always been tempered by the moderation and calm vision of 
Lincoln.” 
I he president said the passing years had brought new problems, and devel­ 
oped new aids to progress, while the union of the states had become a spiritual 
one. based on common ideals. 
Mr. Hoover paid eloquent 
tribute to President 
Lincoln, devoting almost half of his address lo a resume of the problems which 
beset the civil war president. 
PLEA FOR PEACE. 
The latter part of the address was a plea for universal peace. 
“The things 
of the spirit alone persist," he said. 
“ It is in that field that the nation makes its 
lasting progress. 
To cherish religious faith and the tolerance of ail faiths; to re­ 
flect into every aspect of public life th.4 spirit of charity, the practice of for­ 
bearance, and the restraint of passion 
while reason seeks the way; to lay aside 
blind prejudice and follow knowledge together; to pursue diligently the common 
welfare and find within its boundaries our private benefit; to enlarge the bor­ 
ders of opportunity for all and find our own within (hem; to enhance the greatness 
of the nation and thereby find for ourselves an individual distinction; to face 
with courage and confident expectation the task set 
before us. these are the 
paths of true glory for this nation.” 
CROWD 
ARRIVES EARLY 
The crowd began arriving early; in fact, hotels and lodging houses were well- 
filled Thursday evening. The opportunity for the fellow-countrymen of the presi­ 
dent to hear and see Mr. Hoover was the magnet which attracted thousands to 
this little battlefield town. 
Early indications were that the crowd would exceed 
that of two years ago when President Coolidge was the .Memorial 
Day speaker. 
The throng on that occasion was estimated at 30,000. 
State highway patrolmen and Pennsylvania state police directed traffic and 
enforced parking regulations during the day. 
Although the traffic regulations 
necessitated some inconvenience to the motorist**, the large volume of motor ve­ 
hicles was kept moving without untoward incident. 
CEMETERY AT LOVELIEST 
The National cemetery, where the exercises culminated, and the battlefield 
around it were at their loveliest for the occasion, trees, grass and shrubbery rom* 
I letch effacing the visible effects of the fierce battle fought over this hallowed 
soil almost 70 years ago. 
President Hoover arrived at 1:15 o'clock from Washington, stopping en route 
at Cacoct in Manor, near Thurmont. Maryland, for lunch, ( acoct in Manor, a lovely 
old .Maryland homestead, is owned bv Lawrence Ritchie, one of 
Mr. 
Hoover’s 
secretaries. 
I pun his arrival, Mr. Hoover was met by Gov. John S. Fisher, who will act 
as the president's host while the chief executive is on Pennsylvania soil. 
The 
president changed from the car in which he came here from Washington to an 
automobile furnished by the Mate, and together he and Governor Fisher started 
for the cemetery.

concerns we had less of faith than Lincoln had in his-far 
greater task. 
Lincoln’s counsels sounded strangely when spoken in 
the midst of war. His was the call of moderation. Our his­ 
tory would be even brighter than it is if his predecessors 
and his contemporaries had spoken as temperately as he, 
if they had been moved by charity toward all, by malice 
toward none. 
Wealth of Life 
We shall be wise to ponder here what precious wealth 
of human life might have been preserved, what rivers of 
tears might never have flowed, what anguish of souls need 
never have been, what spiritual division of our people 
might have been avoided, if only our leadership had always 
been tempered by the moderation and calm vision of Lin­ 
coln. Since his day reason has not always ruled instead of 
passion, knowledge has not always been sought instead of 
reliance upon improvised conjecture, patience has not ever 
delayed the impetuous feet of reckless ambition, quiet 
negotiation has not always replaced the clamor of the hust­ 
ings, prudent common counsel has not invariably overcome 
the allurements of demagogic folly, good will has not al­ 
ways won the day over cynicism and vainglory. 
Yet the 
ideals which he inspired have served to mould our national 
life and have brought in time great spiritual unity. 
His 
words have poured their blessings of restraint and inspira­ 
tion upon each new generation. 
Inspired bv Unity 
In the weaving of our destiny, the pattern may 
change, yet the woof and warp of our weaving must be 
those inspired ideals of unity, or ordered liberty, of equal­ 
ity of opportunity, of popular government, and of peace to 
which this nation was dedicated. Whatever the terms may 
be in which we enunciate these great ideals, whatever the 
new conditions to which we apply them, they must be held 
eternally valid. The common striving for these ideals, our 
common heritage as Americans, and the infinite web of na­ 
tional sentiment—these are the things that have made us 
a great nation, that have created a solidarity in a great 
people unparalleled in all human history. 
The weaving of freedom is and always will he a strug­ 
gle of law against lawlessness, of individual liberty against 
domination, of unity against sectionalism, of truth and 
honesty against demagoguery and misleading, of peace 
against fear and conflict. In the forming of this pattern, 
the abuse of politics often muddies the stream of construc­ 
tive thought and dams back the flow of well-considered 
action. 
In the solution of the problems of our times we have 
some new lamps to guide us. 
The light of science has re­ 
vealed to us a new understanding of forces and a myriad 
of instruments of physical ease and comfort to add to the 
joy of life. The growth of communications, of educatidh, 
of the press, has made possible a new unity of thought 
and purpose. 
But the light that guides our souls remains 
the same as that whereby our fathers were led. 
It is the 
store of knowledge, the great inspirations of men’s souls, 
the ideals which they carry forward, that have lifted the 
nation to ever greater heights. 
Spiritual Union 
The Union has become not merely a physical union of 
states, but rather is a spiritual union in common ideals of 
our people. 
W ithin it is room for every variety of opin­ 
ion, every possibility of experiment in social progress. Out 
of such variety comes growth, but only if we preserve and 
maintain our spiritual solidarity. 
The things of the spirit alone persist. 
It is in that 
held that the nation makes its lasting progress. 
To cher­ 
ish religious faith and the tolerance of all faiths; to reflect 
into every aspect of public life the spirit of charity,*the 
practice of forbearance, and the restraint of passion while 
reason seeks the way; to lay aside blind prejudice and fol­ 
low knowledge together; to pursue diligently the common 
welfare and find within its boundaries our private benefit; 
to enlarge the borders of opportunity for all and find our 
own within them; to enhance the greatness of the nation 
and thereby find for ourselves an individual distinction; 
to face with courage and confident expectation the task set 
before us, these are the paths of true glory for this nation. 
They will lead us to a life more abounding, richer in satis­ 
factions, more enduring in its achievements, more precious 
in its bequests to our children—a life not merely of con­ 
flict but filled with the joy of creative action.

Odd Farm Serves As Diver­ 
sion Of Man In 
Congress.

Washington—Down in Louisiana 
some two and a half miles from the 
banks of it he Mississippi, Joseph 
Eugene Ransdell has a 
110-acre 
plaything—a pecan orchard. 
He’ll pause in his duties as United 
States senator any time to tell you 
about it 
This orchard is his hob­ 
by. For 30 years he has toyed with 
it. 
He has I .IOO trees in his orchard 
and he knows every one of them. 
Moreover, 
lie has intimate 
little 
stories about 
a great number 
of 
them which he delights in telling. 
There is one, for example, which 
he calls the "Ransdell,” About 30 
years ago he picked up a pecan 
walked out into his orchard and 
planted it. 
When it grew up and 
began to bear fruit, he noticed that 
the pecan was unlike any he had 
ever seen. 
So he christened it the 
Rans- 
dell.”

properly 
named," says the senator. "It bears 
pecans just about that often."
